Season's worst brush blaze explodes out of control 


RED BLUFF (UPI) — Fire storms exploded along the advancing lines of Califor­ 
nia’s worst brush fire of the season, sending flames racing wildly out of control in all 
directions into the Shasta-Trinity National Forest today. 
At least 40,000 acres of brush, grass and timber were blackened as firefighters 
feverishly struggled to bulldoze a 20-mile line firebreak in the path of the blaze. 
Harry Harp, spokesman for the California Division of Forestry, said strong 
southerly winds mixed with a passing easterly weather front to create extreme tur­ 
bulence over the blaze, giving rise to “fire storms” in which combustion is so intense 
it begins creating its own winds. 
“It just fairly exploded cm us and started moving in all directions,” said Harp. 
The fire more than quadrupled in size within 12 hours, consuming about 4,000 acres

within the national forest and climbing to the boundary of the Yolla Bolly Wilderness 
Area. 
The Division of Forestry said it was the largest fire of the season in parched 
California, surpassing an earlier blaze of almost 27,000 acres. 
More than 2,000 men were called in from as far away as San Diego and Oregon to 
man the fire lines. The Air National Guard flew in fire trucks and equipment from 
Southern California. A faulty engine on a machine was blamed for the fire, which 
began Sunday 27 miles west of Red Bluff in the northern reach of the Sacramento 
Valley. 
Meantime, 200 miles to the south near Sonora, the state said a 4,500 acre brush fire 
was 90 per cent contained, with only a small portion burning uncontrolled along a ca­ 


nyon wall of the Tuolmne River. 
A spokesman said firemen were frantically trying to circle the blaze fully before an 
expected change in winds. The fire destroyed one barn and one garage and possibly 
two houses in the rugged Sierra foothill area. 
At the Red Bluff blaze, firefighters toiled through the night trying to establish a 
fire line two miles ahead of the blaze. The aim was to start small backfires, destroy­ 
ing fuel for the advancing inferno. Harp said the fire could be 30 per cent contained if 
the 20-mile line was successful. 
Air tankers and helicopters were launched at dawn to spray fire retardant 
chemicals on the flames. A spotter airplane equipped with heat-sensitive infra-red 
film was summoned to survey the damage and pinpoint “hot spots.”

BERLIN (UPI) - Soviet leader 
Leonid I. Brezhnev told European Com­ 
munist leaders today he wants good rela­ 
tions with the United States and is ready 
to conclude new agreements to improve 
relations. 
He called on Communist parties in 
Western Europe to continue their 
struggle to replace the capitalist system 
even if they form alliances with Social 
Democratic and Christian parties. 


Brezhnev, faced with strong opposition 
to Soviet claims of leadership of the in­ 
ternational Communist movement, said 
Soviet foreign and domestic policy 
serves not only Soviet interests but the 
interests of Communists in the whole 
world. 
Brezhnev spoke on the opening day of a 
two-day summit conference of 29 Euro­ 
pean Communist parties, a conference 
sought by the Soviet Union for two years 
to demonstrate international support for 
Soviet policy. 
But Yugoslavia’s President Tito, 
Romanian p arty leader N icolae 


Ceausescu and leaders of the Italian and 
some other Western parties agreed to at­ 
tend only on condition the Soviet 
leadership claim would not be ratified, 
Communist sources said.. 


Brezhnev criticized the United States 
and the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion for its arms expenditures but he ad­ 
vocated better relations. 
Brezhnev called for the simultaneous 
disbanding of NATO and the Warsaw 
Pact blocs to defuse “the powder keg... 
the atomic keg into which Europe has 
been turned.” 
The Soviet leader denied the Soviet 
Union was a “closed society,” but said 
its doors would remain shut to foreign 
spies, anti-Soviet emigre organizations 
and “publications that advocate war, 
violence, racism and m an-hating 
views.” 
The Soviet news agency Tass, 
reporting from East Berlin, quoted 
Brezhnev as critical of the United States 
and the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion for increasing military spending. 
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Christians 
Lebanese 
repulse 
leftists 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - An es­ 
timated 6,000 Christian troops with tanks 
repulsed leftist counteroffensives on se­ 
veral fronts today and pressed their 
siege of two Palestinian refugee camps. 
Leftists appealed for urgent Arab 
military intervention, warning “there 
will never be peace” with Lebanon’s 
Christians if the camps fall. 
As some of the heaviest fighting of the 
14-month-old war raged throughout the 
burning capital and countryside, West­ 
ern embassies began organizing more 
evacuation convoys for the estimated 
2,500 foreigners still left in Lebanon. 
The West German and British embas­ 
sies, both planning overland convoys to 
Damascus this week and next, urged 
their nationals to take “what may be the 
last chance of leaving.” There was no 
word yet on plans of Americans, who 
evacuated 263 persons by sea June 20 but 
still have an estimated 1,300 nationals 


here. 
Heavy fighting raged for the eighth 
day around the besieged Palestinian 
camps of Tai Al Zaatar and Jisr Al 
Pasha, southeast of Beirut. Leftists 
launched wave after wave of fresh as­ 
saults in downtown Beirut and the 
eastern Christian suburbs in an effort to 
take pressure off the camps reported 
weakening and under imminent danger 
of falling to the 6,000 Christian 
militiamen and tanks. 
Fires, raging uncontrolled through 
Beirut’s downtown port area feu* the 
third day, consumed block after block of 
houses and depots, casting a bright 
orange glow over downtown area at 
night. 
The Right-wing Pha tan gist party said 
it repulsed six leftist and Palestinian at­ 
tempts to pierce Christian defenses in 
eastern Ain Rummaneh suburb during 
the night. 
School board sets meeting 
to air top personnel's pay

Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District will hold a special early morning 
meeting Wednesday to consider salary 
proposals for an estimated 60 top person­ 
nel. 
The meeting is scheduled for 8 a.m. in 
the Central Administration Building, 
1301 North A St. 
Under consideration are salaries for 
classified and certificated management 
personnel and confidential employes. 
The latter designation covers six persons 
who have access to material on employe 
relations. 
Certificated management personnel 
include the top three administrators, 
building principals, administrators, sub­ 
ject coordinators, athletic directors, 
deans, assistant principals, supervisors 
and the district’s business manager. 
Classified management includes such 
personnel as the supervisor of buildings 
and grounds and supervisor of transpor­ 


tation. 
Still to be decided are salary adjust­ 
ments for classified personnel, who are 
represented by the local chapter of the 
California School Employes Association; 
and certificated personnel. The latter 
are in a state of limbo pending a decision 
by the state’s three-member Education 
Employe Relations Board (EERB), as to 
the rightful exclusive bargaining agent. 
Both Lompoc Education Association, 
(LEA) and Lompoc Federation of 
Teachers (LFT) have claim ed a 
majority of the district’s 540-plus cer­ 
tificated personnel. 
The question has been turned over to 
EERB. Pending a resolution of the ques­ 
tion the matter of collective bargaining, 
which begins officially on July I, will be 
held in abeyance. 
Collective bargaining with the CSEA 
will reportedly get under way soon. A 
brief and exploratory meeting between 
top CSEA officials and the school board’s 
representative was held Monday night. 
State may allow huge padre 
figures to promote mission 


The state may allow the City of Lom­ 
poc to place eight-foot wooden padre 
figures and signs publicizing La 
Purisima Mission in state right-of-way 
along Highways I and 246 near the north 
and east entrances to the city. 
At a special meeting of the Beautifica­ 
tion Commission last night, Ed Brooks, 
city planning technician and secretary to 
the commission, reported that a conver­ 
sation with a Cal Trans official in San 
Luis Obispo disclosed that because the 
mission is state property, the state 
might allow the proposal. Brooks noted 
that a state policy permitted only stage 
signs in state rights-of-way. 


Brooks is now working out details of 
location, sign model and landscaping for 
a final proposal to be submitted to City 
Council. The next step would be to send 
the proposal to the state for considera­ 
tion. 
In further discussion, the commission 
decided a proposed kiosk-type tourist in­ 
formation booth constructed around the 
cement pillars at Ingram Park needed 
more thought. The location of the pillars 
seemed to be the toughest hurdle. 
“I would like to see a design that 
doesn’t necessarily take the pillars into 


account and works outside of them,” 
said commissioner Dave Schwark, 
Some members of the commission said 
the information booth needs to be closer 
to nearby Highway 246 so tourists will 
not miss it. 
In another development, the commis­ 
sion discussed the location and cost of 
about 72 planter boxes to be distributed 
throughout the city. Initial plans called 
for locating the planters in the IOO block 
of North H Street, along downtown 
blocks of Ocean Avenue near H Street 
and a few on the IOO block of South H 
Street. Commission m em ber Jim 
Magnuson argued that the planters 
should be distributed more equally 
throughout the city — especially toward 
the shopping center areas down North H 
St. 
“We’re still hanging on to downtown 
Lompoc and not pulling together with the 
rest of the city,” Magnuson claimed. 
The planters still are in the prototype 
stage, according to Brooks, with the cost 
of the first 25 to be about 120 each plus 
materials furnished by the city. After the 
first 25, Schwark said he would like to 
determine 
if the builders — The 
Farmhouse — could reduce the labor 
costs.

Lompoc School District buses 
have near-perfect safety slate

Lompoc’s school buses are so 
safe, residents trust them with their 
most prized possessions — their 
children. 
So says transportation director 
Dan Gunter, and with good reason. 
The Lompoc Unified School 
District’s safety record during 
Gunter’s 20-year tenure is almost 
as clean as the Pope’s police record. 
The latest figures available show 
that during the 1974-75 school year, 
the district’s buses — ranging from 
the 2Vfc-ton 16-passenger vans to the 
almost 12-ton, 91-passenger diesel 
transporters — logged 427,709 miles 
carrying over 2,200 students daily 
from 20 different schools. 
Besides minor “fender bender” 
accidents, Gunter could recall only 
two serious accidents involving the 
district’s school buses since he left 
his former job over two decades ago 
as a lieutenant in the Lompoc Fire 
Dept. 
Only one of these scrapes involved 
students. 
The first of the two major acci­ 
dents occurred Oct. 4, 1960, when a 
school bus carrying six students, a 
driver and a training driver collided 
with a truck carrying beets on a 
narrow curve, tearing away the 
lower left front section of the school 
bus. Three children were injured in 
the accident, two seriously. 
More recently, a 16-passenger bus 
carrying only the driver was struck 
head-on Dec. 3,1975, by an auto pas­ 
sing another vehicle in the school 
bus’ lane. Alda Walton, the driver of 
that bus, still has not returned to 
work due to injuries of that crash, 
according to Gunter. 
Gunter relies on a rigid inspection 
and driver training program to pre­ 
vent any incidents like those which 
last month sent a school bus plung­ 
ing over a freeway offramp near 
Martinez, Calif ., killing a chaperone 
and 28 members of a Yuba City High 
School choir and again last Wednes­ 
day which forced a bus driver to 
slam her bus carrying 47 children 
into a retaining wall in San Pedro, 
Calif., to avert another possible dis­ 
aster. Eleven children in the latter 
incident were treated for minor in­ 
juries, but there no serious injuries. 
The d istrict's 27 buses are 
thoroughly inspected annually by 
the Motor Carriers Division of the 
California Highway Patrol. The in­ 
spection includes a 53-item checklist 
which examines everything from 
the ventilating system to the dis­ 
tance the entrance steps are from 
the ground. Although only 21 buses 
are used regularly with the six 
oldest buses as standbys, all are in­ 
spected equally. 
“They check eventing,” ex­ 
claimed Gunter in his mild southern 
accent. “They go from the brakes to 
the steering knuckles to the shocks 
and even check for any abrasive 
wear on the air lines (for the 
brakes), 
Gunter’s shop crew services each 


bus at about 4,000-mile intervals. 
During the service, the bus’ brakes 
are adjusted and it is given another 
thorough safety inspection. 
In addition, the director of tran­ 
sportation said the bus drivers com­ 
pile a state-required written report 
each week on the mechanical condi­ 
tion of the bus they drive. The report 
covers what work has been done on 
each bus and when it was done. The 
drivers are further required to fill 
out a daily work order for any 
repairs or service their bus 
might need. If the listed repair is 
potentially dangerous, Gunter said 
it is done before the bus goes back 
out. 
The district has funded a training 
program for drivers for almost all 
of Gunter’s span although he said 
the state has required it for only 
about the last two years. 
All 26 full-time and nine substitute 
drivers have had no less than 40 
hours of training. This includes 20 


hours behind the wheel and the 
remainder of time in the classroom 
studying psychological approaches 
to handling children, driver safety 
and watching safety films, ac­ 
cording to Gunter. 
On top of the training, the 
drivers must pass a rigorous 
physical examination every two 
yean. 
Then ... tile student chauffeurs are 
subjected to the scrupulous eye of 
Dan Gunter. The director said he 
likes personally to check the 
drivers’ character during a six- 
month probationary period — 
regardless of prior experience — 
before they are allowed even to 
drive field trips. Next, Gunter 
screens each fledgling driver’s driv­ 
ing record which he obtains from 
California Highway Patrol in 
Sacramento. 
“Before we are through,” said 
Gunter, “we know more about our 
drivers than they do.” 


Carter says 
cities need 
"New Deal' 


MILWAUKEE (UPI) — Jimmy Carter 
told the nation’s mayors today American 
cities need New Deal type programs but 
warned that federal money “should not 
fund local waste.” 
In an urban policy statement to the 
U.S. Conference of Mayors, the 
Democratic presidential hopeful said 
cities were “America’s No. I economic 
problem” and pledged to work with 
mayors “just as Franklin Roosevelt 
worked to meet the problems of the rural 
South in the 1930s.” 
Jobs, he told the mayors, should be the 
highest domestic goal of the next presi­ 
dent. But he also warned that federal tax 
funds should not fund local waste by 
simply going to cities that lobby best. 
Carter, who has already virtually 
locked up the party’s presidential 
nomination, promised Democratic 
mayors at a breakfast earlier in the day 
that he would never use them or their 
cities as “whipping boys.” 
"The mayor, governor and president 
all represent the same constituency,” he 
said. “There needs to be a sharing of that 
responsibility. I don’t ever want to see 
again the urban centers and the mayors 
being used as whipping boys by the White 
House ” 


Carter did not mention President Fwd 
by name in this regard, but his remarks 
appeared to be a reference to the 
President’s reluctance last year to come 
to the aid of New York City in its finan­ 
cial crisis. 


He huddled privately with three big 
city mayors—Tom Bradley of Los 
Angeles, Richard Daley of Chicago and 
Paul Jordan of Jersey City, N.J.—to dis­ 
cuss convention and campaign plans. 
In his speech, Carter stressed jobs. 


Hijackers offer 
257 hostages 
for 53 terrorists 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - Palestinian 
hijackers today ordered five countries to 
release from prison 53 fellow militants 
— most of them jailed in Israel — in ex­ 
change for the lives of 257 hostages they 
are holding at gunpoint at Uganda’s in­ 
ternational airport. 
A guerrilla communique broadcast 
over Radio Uganda set a deadline of 8 
a m. EDT Thursday for the five 
countries to meet the demands. The 
hijackers did not say what action they 
would take if their requests were not 
met. 


The demand listed 40 pro-Palestinian 
prisoners held in Israel, six in West Ger­ 
many, five in Kenya, one in Switzerland 
and one in France. One held in Israel was 
Greek Catholic Msgr. Hilarion Capucci 
who was convicted of smuggling arms to 
Palestinian guerrillas. 


More than 80 Israelis are among the 
passengers aboard the Air France jet 
airbus hijacked from Athens to Entebbe 
airport in Uganda Sunday The hostages 
are being held in the airport transit 
lounge by the hijackers who are carrying 
grenades and submachine guns. 


Israel has a policy of not giving in to 
guerrilla demands. One exception was in 
1968 when the Israelis released prisoners 
to satisfy hijackers of a jet over Italy. 


The guerrillas demanded that the 
prisoners be flown by the countries to 
Entebbe for the exchange, except that 
Air France must transport the prisoners 
from Israel on an aircraft carrying only 
the prisoners and a crew.

Keeping the 197l»-’77 Lompoc fiscal budget in balance without an 
increase in the property tax has necessitated severe cuts in capital 
outlay projects in the General Find, but this does not mean that 
the city will be without soirM major projects of this nature in the 
coming year. 
City Administrator Gene L. Wahlers reports that through the use 
of grants and other revenue sources that do not affect the General 
Fund property tax rate, “a high level of cactal improvement 
projects and programs’* will be undertaken or completed during 
the budget year starting July I. 
For example. Wahlers said, the Beattie Park play area will be 
completed and other developm«its will be started when grant 
funds from the state are received. This project also received a 
significant boost when the Rollin’ Rooms Van Gub recently 
donated ll,978 toward the purchase of playground items. 
Another major donation came from the Lompoc Moose Lodge 
which will provide a community barbecue facility at Ryon Park at 
a cost of approximately fl.OOO. Lodge members are performing the 
work of installing the barbecue. 
From Community Development Block Grant funding, engineer­ 


ing plans for inq>rovement to the electrical distribution system 
and the water reserv<Hr and water system will be launched in the 
coming year. 
Also from CDBG funding, plans will be devdoped for rebuilding 
the existing fire station. Completiong of the project is scheduled in 
a future year as addiUonal block grant funds become available, 
subject to an>roval <rf the expenditures following further public 
hirings. 
Another project that will be completed this year — hopefully by 
mid-July — is the Central Avenue improvement, a half-million 
dollar joint program with the county using federal urban roads 
money. 


Last year, funding was approved for the undergrounding of 
electric utilities and landscaping in the downtown area. Using the 
funds already allocated, this project is scheduled for c(Hnpleting in 
the coming year. 


Using funds from Senate Bill S25 — the 1974 Transportation Act 
— the city will laimdi a pilot public transportation project about 
September I utilizing two buses the city will purchase and operate 
under contract. Information gained as to transportation needs as a 
result of the Ib-month experiment will determine the future direc­ 


tion of the program in the community. 
Various street and sidewalk improvement projects are 
scheduled for construction in the coming year. Previously ap­ 
proved projects as well as new wwk are included in the program. 
Exact figures, which are expected to an>roach $500,000, are now 
being firmed up and must be approved by the City Council before 
the work begins. The projects include street widening, alley pav­ 
ing, sidewalks and bike lanes, with some of the funding coming 
from property owner participation under 1911 Act proceedings and 
other money from gas tax and motor vehicle license revenue. 
Also during the coming year, plans will be developed to improve 
or extend the existing city landfill refuse disposal site. Funds will 
come from the solid waste disposal fund which accrues from user 
fees and refuse collecticxi charges on local utility bills. 
Now under construction with funds from state sources in Santa 
Ynez River Park. 
The largest project to be completed in the 1978-77 fiscal year is 
the new wastewater treatment plant, financed 75 per cent by a 
federal grant, 12.5 per cent from a state clean water fund grant and 
the remainder from local participation, including a bond issue. 
This project is scheduled for completion between January and 
March next year.

Santa Maria are interested in 
bidding on a new one-year 
county contract. Tris Colman 
and Jerry L. Bautista are 
owners of the service currently 
contracting with the county. 
Gambetta declared when new 
specifications are set up, the 
Santa Maria area service will 
go out to bid for a one-year 
period. The contract with 
Golden West will now expire 
Sept I as the result of Mon­ 
day’s extension approval.* 
Golden West subsidy of 
$1,883.49 per month is con­ 
tinued. 
The board approved a one- 
year pact with Joseph E. Fwla 
of Valley Ambulance Service of 
Solvang to cover Santa Ynez 


Valley at $2,500 monthly sub­ 
sidy. 
The subsidy is higher for 
Santa Ynez Valley as a result of 
operations of Santa Barbara 
Ambulance Co. there.

It was uncertain whether further busing amendments would 
come before the Senate. 


Prisoners in Mexico blame Nixon 
MEXICO CITY (UPI) — A group of 120 American men and 
women, fighting for freedom from Mexico’s “horrifying" prisons, 
have blamed former President Richard M. Nixon for the ravaging 
of their “ minds and bodies." 
In an emotional open letter to Nixon, released to news media 
Monday, the so-called “Committee of 120” also accused U.S. Em­ 
bassy officials of doing nothing to stop the “ remarkable brutality" 
inflicted on them. 
The Americans, all jailed on drug charges, said the Nixon ad­ 
ministration signed an agreement with Mexico revoking “ good 
conduct" reductions in sentences for drug offenders. 
“The Mexican courts, thanks to the pressure exerted by your ad­ 
ministration, have become bastions of injustice," the letter to Nix­ 
on said. 
“If your intention was to exhaust our resources, our families and 
our friends, you have won. Our dignity was lost long before we paid 
for our cells." 


Viking scientist defends landing delay 
PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - Viking scientists say they will 
decide Thursday where and when a life-seeking automated 
laboratory orbiting Mars will make its delayed landing on the 
planet. 
As the hunt for a suitable landing spot continued, project 
manager Jim Martin said he had “no apologies" for his decision 
canceling the July 4 descent, long scheduled as one of the 
highlights of Bicentennial festivities. 
“ This mission is exploration," he said. “ No one has ever landed 
on Mars. 
“ If one sets out as Columbus did to find a new world, he didn’t 
rush into the first beach he found. He probably looked around for a 
safe harbor." 


Last Korean war turncoat coming home 


HONG KONG (UPI) — James G. Veneris, the last of 21 
American POWS who chose to remain in China after the Korean 
War, is about to return home. 
According to well-informed sources in Peking, the 54-year-old 
former U.S. Army private from Hawthorne, Calif., has applied for 
a passport and probably will leave for the United States by mid- 
July. 
Most of the Korean War turncoats returned to the United States 
years ago, homesick and disappointed with life in China. 


Flu vaccination plan draws criticism 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Plans to vaccinate every American 
against a possible epidemic of swine flu are under criticism from 
several sources, and one leading U.S. scientist wants the program 
abandoned except for high risk persons. 
Dr. Albert Sabin, one of the developers of the vaccines that vir­ 
tually wiped out polio, told Congress Monday the $135 million mass 
immunization plan as originally conceived is “no longer possible." 
He recommended that, except for high risk persons, the program 
be abandoned. 
Sabin and Leslie Cheek, vice president of the American In­ 
surance Association, testified in hearings of a House health sub­ 
committee examining the program. 


Strike activity higher during May 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — Strike activity was higher in May than 
in any month since August, 1974, spoiling the administration’s op­ 
timistic predictions for labor peace in 1976. 
The Labor Department reported Monday that more than 400,000 
workers were involved in 912 strikes during May, losing an es­ 
timated 4.6 million hours of work. The number of new strikes 
reached 653, the most since July, 1974. 
About 40 per cent of the idleness in May was caused by eight 
strikes involving more than 5,000 workers — one of them a strike of 
some 70,000 rubber workers against the Big Four tiremakers. 


Huge back taxes bill may hit Teamsters 
LOS ANGELES (UPI) — The Internal Revenue Service has 
revoked the tax-exempt status of the Teamsters Union’s central 
states pension fund, which may face the union with a bill for 
millions in back taxes, the Los Angeles Times reported today.

What happens if the racial mix 
in a plan is court approved but 
by the time it goes into effect — 
after lengthy appeal proceed­ 
ings — the whites are no longer 
there? 
Lower courts held that the 
school board had done its duty 
in preparing a plan and could 
not be held responsible for 
white departures. 
The NAACP Legal Defense 
Fund argues that a plan has to 
be tested in practice before a 
school board can be found to 
have eliminated officially ap­ 
proved segregation. 
“ You can’t evaluate a plan in 
the abstract," a defense fund 


lawyer said. “ It could need 
redrafting in the implementa­ 
tion period." 
A similar argument failed in 
Pasadena, where the plan as 
approved had been in effect 
only a year before the racial 
mix changed. 
In other actions, the court: 
—Ruled 5 to 3 that non-policy 
making workers in toe state 
civil service cannot be fired 
when a new political party 
takes control. 
— Ruled unanimously that 
federal civil rights law allows 
state employes to recover 
retroactive retirement benefits 
if the state has discriminated 
rat the basis of sex. 
— Upheld 6 to 2 in a Kentucky 
case state laws that allow trial 
of misdemeanor cases in rural 
courts by non-lawyer judges. 
— Ruled unanimously that 
the Interior Department is not 
required to file a regional en­ 
vironmental impact statement 
before leasing land for coal 
mining in the northern Great 
Plains.

Developer 
receives 
reprieve 


Campbell Road Associates of 
Topanga got a “ reprieve” from 
the Board of Supervisors Mon­ 
day in m aking its appeal 
against a County Planning Com­ 
mission recommendation to 
reject its proposed “ ranchette” 
subdivision between Buellton 
and Lompoc. 
The board — on a motion by 
Supervisor Francis H. Beattie 
— voted to have the appeal case 
sent back to the County Plann­ 
ing Commission to firm up con­ 
ditions that would guarantee 
setting up of a suitable water 
system, if the tract is to be ap­ 
proved. 
But B e a ttie , while also 
acknowledging that “ two other 
satellite communities” in the 
area have run into w ater 
problems, said if there was 
another decisive vote on the 
commission against the project 
he would go along with the plan­ 
ners. 
Leslie Lewis, representing 
the developers, cited new sup­ 
port favoring the project from a 
number of Lompoc Valley 
person s, and claim ed the 
development would have the 
support of a good water system 
that could be a back up to the 
present well source now serv­ 
ing others in the area. 
The applicant is proposing 16 
lots including fifteen 10-acre 
parcels and one 26.7 acre parcel 
on property zone U-unlimited 
agriculture on Ute east side of 
Santa R ita R d., north of 
Campbell Rd. and State Rt. 246. 
Various persons in the Valley 
area spoke for and against the 
project, with Bob Campbell and 
Gene Gnese contesting state­ 
ments the land involved was not 
good for crops. 


Los Padres 
forest areas 
now closed 


Lack of rainfall and rapidly 
in creasin g fire dan ger is 
resulting in the Los Padres 
National Forest closing three 
large areas to public entry. 
Effective now, the 500-square 
mile area north of Santa Bar­ 
bara from Davy Brown Creek 
to Highway 33 and the 170- 
square mile Sespe Condor Sanc­ 
tuary/Cobblestone 
Mountain 
area north of Fillmore will be 
closed to public entry. Due to 
earlier drying conditions on the 
northern part of the Los Padres 
National Forest, a 120-square 
mile area in the Juniper© Serra 
and Pinyon Peak areas west of 
King City plus two smaller 
b lo c k s 
in 
th e 
C h alk 
Peak/Naciemento Station and 
the Piney Creek aretis has been 
closed since June 4, 1976. Both 
areas will remain closed until 
adequate fall season rains les­ 
sen the fire danger and the 
closure notice is rescinded by 
the Forest Supervisor. 


“ The Santa Barbara/Ventura 
County fire closure is being im­ 
plemented three weeks earlier 
this year compared to previous 
y e a rs,” state s Los Padres 
National Forest Supervisor Al 
West. “ Rising tem peratures 
coupled with one of the worst 
droughts in recent years is 
gradually creating one of the 
most potentially severe fire 
seasons that we’ve had for a 
long time.” 
The areas listed are closed to 
public entry. Persons entering 
these areas while the closure is 
in effect will be cited. Citations 
carry a m axim um of six 
months imprisonment and/or a 
6500 fine. These areas are 
closed upon recommendation of 
the Forest Supervisor under the 
authority of the Regional 
Forester for California. Other 
National Forests in Southern 
California will also implement 
fire closures in areas of high 
fire hazard.

Tourism suffers over heat wave

Has the current, prolonged 
heat spell which has hit all of 
California and which has sent 
temperatures soaring to the 110 
degree mark in the Santa Ynez 
Valley had a detrimental effect 
on tourism in Solvang? 
A check of business people in 
Solvang who cater to the tour­ 
ing public has produced a 
variety of opinions. 
A ll o f th e s to r e an d 
shopkeepers interviewed were 
unanimous in saying that the 
soaring tem peratures which 
descended in force on the valley 
last Tuesday and which have 
continued unabated since have 
caused a definite drop in 
business. 
“ There sim ply aren ’t as 
many people browsing and 
shopping,” one merchant said. 
In contrast to most Sunday 
afternoons during the vacation- 
tourist season, last Sunday saw 
downtown Solvang practically 
bereft of pedestrian flow, and 
parking spaces, usually at a 
premium,were easy to obtain. 
The large parking lot of 
Security Pacific National Bank 
which is usually filled to 
capacity each weekend with 
cars of visitors was practically 
empty Sunday afternoon. 
An ice cream shop owner said 
she didn't experience a drop in 
business. In fact, she said, she 
was busier than ever serving 
ice cream cones and orders 
from the fountain. She added, 
too, that the extremely hot 
weather caused an even greater 
influx of customers to her store 
because of the products she was 
offering. 
“ Ice cre am and w arm 
weather go together,” she com­ 
mented. 
One service station operator 
said the heat spell did not effect 
his business in any way. “ We 
have been busier than ever. In 
fact our gasoline sales are 20 
per cent up at this time over 
last year.” 
Conceding that not as many 
people were traveling, e s­ 
pecially those who come to 
Solvang from the Los Angeles 
area, one restaurant owner said 
his business, too, w as not 
adversely hit by the torrid 
temperatures. 
He said the weekend volume 
was about average for this time 
of the year and added that 
many local people were among 
the diners who came early and 
stayed late because of the air 
conditioned atmosphere in the 
dining room 
Only those motels in the area 


which do not have air condition­ 
ing felt a pinch in business 
because of the heat. 
Those with air conditioned 
units and pools did their usual 
filled-to-capacity 
weekend 
business. Operators of these 
m otels said many of the 
registered guests, however, 
stayed close to their rooms or 
made steady use of the pool 
facilities “ morning, noon and 
night.”- 
A majority of the motels did 
experience shortages of ice 
cubes for their guests, it was 
reported. Because of the in­ 
tense heat, the machines were 
unable to recover fast enough to 
keep the cube supply flowing.

Comic books and 
a perfect game 
stamped Larsen

NEW YORK (UPI) — Don Larsen’s wife, Conine, was 
listening to him being honored for having provided the Most 
Memorable Moment in World Series baseball history with 
his perfect game against the Brooklyn Dodgers in 1956 and 
said she wished she could’ve seen the game, but she didn’t 
meet him until a year later. 
She was an airline stewardess with TWA and he was on his 
way to see his mother in San Diego during the All-Star break. 
Don Larsen had a passion for comic books. He’d read all 
the comic books he could get his hands on, especially those 
dealing with ghouls and monsters, and he got such a kick out 
of them that the other Yankee players called him “Gooney 
Bird.” 
They all had a soft spot for the huge six-foot-four,230-pound 
right-hander from Michigan City, Ind. They liked him 
because he had a heart as big as a bathtub, he also had a pet 
saying, which symbolised his entire life style — “Let the 
good times roll, Baby Doll” — and most important of all, he 
could pitch. 
Larsen always had an eye for beauty. He’d always be the 
first to spot the best-looking girl in the room. Same thing in a 
bar or a plane. The first time he ever met the striking, 
dark-haired airline stewardess, who was to become his wife 
seven months later, was during the All-Star break in July of 
1957 on a flight from Kansas City to Los Angeles. 
"Don read those comic books of his almost from the mo­ 


ment he boarded the plane until it landed,” Conine Larsen 
recalled Thursday at the midtown hotel where Bowie Kuhn 
announced Joe DiMaggio, Hank Aaron and her husband had 
been responsible for three of the Most Memorable Moments 
in all baseball history. 
Don Larsen never was anybody’s dummy. Some things 
took precedence even over comic books. 
He liked this one particular stewardess, the shapely 
brunette whose name-plate read Conine Bruess, so he 
decided to try a brand new approach on that flight to Los 
Angeles. 
,JDo you like baseball?” he asked her. 
“Yes,’’ she smiled back. 
“Would you like to see a game?” 
“Sure. I’d love to see a big league game sometime.” 
It was arranged. 
“After I saw the Yankees play in Kansas City, Don gave 
me the phone number of the hotel he stayed at in New York 
and told me to call any time,’’ his wife remembered. 
“I was on a layover in Los Angeles one night and I called 
him in New York. We talked one hour and the bill was $46, 
but he fell asleep during the conversation. Eventually, the 
switchboard operator came on the line and said, ‘Don, are 
you awake?’ No answer. He was sound asleep.” 
Don Larsen wasn’t asleep the day of Oct. 8, 1956. 
He struck out seven Dodger batters, got seven more to hit 


ground balls to the infield, retired nine otters on flies to the 
outfield and three on infield pop-ups. Larsen went to three 
balls on only one batter, Pee Wee Reese, in the first inning 
and then struck him out. Gil Hodges hit the wily line drive in 
the eighth inning, but third baseman Andy Carey grabbed it. 
Larsen got the last three men in the ninth, and there it 
was, the first perfect game in World Series history. 
One baseball writer led off his story by saying “The 
Imperfect Man pitched the Perfect Game today,” and that 
was pretty much the story. 
This was the same Don Larsen, who loved to live it up 
every night, the one who had wrapped his car around a utility 
pole at 5 o’clock in the morning only eight months before and 
said to Casey Stengel, “I guess I was out past curfew, Case. 
Nobody put out any more than Dwi Larsen did when he was 
pitching, and nobody had more fun than he did after the ball 
game was over. 
“As he always said, he wasn’t a milkshake drinker, and he 
still doesn’t drink milkshakes,’’ Corrine Larsen laughed. 
“Casey called him ‘America’s Greatest Host’ and I ve 
heard about some of his exploits. I’ll say this for him. No 
man is perfect, but in my estimation, he comes close. He’s 
kind, considerate and a hard worker. He’s just a real all- 
around good American husband whom I wouldn’t trade for 
any other one in the world.” 
Tanner's revenge 
Aces upset Connors 


WIMBLEDON (UPI) - Roscoe Tan­ 
ner, with a display of power serving 
rarely equalled in the late stages of the 
Wimbledon tennis championships, 
smashed Jimmy Connors’ rhythm by fir­ 
ing 19 aces by him today for an upset 6-4, 
6-2, 8-6 victory and a place in the 
semifinals. 
Tanner, the seventh seed and only one 
of two men to defeat Connors this year— 
Hie Nastase is the other—thus gained 
ample revenge for his semifinal loss to 
Connors in last year’s championship. 
Connors, the second seed and 6-5 bet­ 
ting favorite to regain the title he lost to 
Arthur Ashe last year, could not handle 
Tanner’s blazing first ball and his unex­ 
pected accuracty off the ground. In the 
last game of the match he lunged at 
three balls, all of which appeared to be 
going well out, and committed three 
errors as a result on his own service to 
15-40. 
Tanner then blazed a backhand down 
the sideline for the match—his fourth 


match point in a 99-minute thriller that 
won both players an ovation from the 
Duchess of Kent and the 12,000 capacity 
audience in center court. 
A generous portion of the applause was 
for Connors’ fighting attempt at a com­ 
eback when all was already lost. Tanner 
held three match points at 5-2 in the third 
set on Jimmy’s service. Connors saved 
the first with an ace, Tanner was into the 
net with a forehand on the second and 
then Connors drilled a forehand cros­ 
scourt placement to save the third. 
Tanner was one of the very few people 
who gave himself a chance of winning 
before the match. He started slowly, 
dropping his first service with one of his 
six doublefaults. Connors served twice at 
love to lead 3-1. At this point Jimmy was 
SUH clowning a bit, pretending one of 
Tanner’s serves was so fast he hadn’t 
seen it. 
The pattern changed, however, when 
Tanner found Connors vulnerable to 
short returns and forced Jimmy into 


errors to break service to 4-4. Tanner 
held his se r v ic e and Connors

Violence no big deal, 
says Imlach on stand 


TORONTO (UPI) — Punch Imlach, 
one of hockey’s most colorful per­ 
sonalities, Monday charged the prosecu­ 
tion in the Dan Maloney assault trial 
with “trying to ruin” the sport. 
Imlach, general manager of the Buf­ 
falo Sabres, was erne of six witnesses the 
defense called in opening its case after 
the prosecution rested at midday in 
Judge Patrick LeSage’s courtroom. 
Asked about Maloney’s alleged assault 
on Toronto Maple Leaf Brian Glennie, 
Imlach said he saw a videotape of the in­ 
cident and considered it “nothing. We’ve 
seen a lot worse.” 
Did he condone such an action, 
Prosecutor Robert McGee asked on 
cross examination. 
"Yes, I condone it,” Imlach shot back. 
“There’s nothing to it. Ifs all in the 
game of hockey.” 
M aloney, a D etroit Red Wing 
defenseman known for his fighting 
abilities, was charged with assault for 
causing bodily harm to Glennie during a 
game at Maple Leaf Gardens last Nov. 5 
After McGee read into the record inci­ 
dents of violence that have blinded 


several hockey players, Imlach tes­ 
tified: 
. “I’ve never seen anybody lose (his) 
eye or get seriously hurt as a result of a 
fight—and that's in 30 years. 
“I think we have a good game and I 
can only think that you people are trying 
to ruin it.” 
In opening the defense, attorney 
George Finleyson said he would base his 
case on the “consent” of all hockey 
players to subject themselves to possi­ 
ble assault and injury whenever they 
step on the ice. 
Other defense witnesses associated 
with hockey—Detroit General Manager 
Alex Delvecchio, former Los Angeles

Captain G eorge Armstrong and 
Maloney’s personal attorney and agent 
Ron Roberts — all supported the claim. 
McGee, who called nine witnesses 
before the county court jury of eight 
women and four men in the four days of 
testimony since the trial began last 
Wednesday, has alleged that Maloney’s 
attack on Glennie constituted criminal 
assault.

Rozelle, Rams: 
feud brewing

LOS ANGELES - (NEA) - An 
internecine battle for control of the 
National Football League has flared 
between a small clique of unhappy 
owners and the commissioner, Pete 
Rozelle. 
It has manifested itself in an all- 
out assault by one man, Carroll 
Rosenbloom of the Los Angeles 
Rams, on the sanctity of Pete’s of­ 
fice. 
Rosenbloom has had the temerity 
to ask questions: 
What are the terms of Rozelle’s 
contract with the NFL? Only four of 
28 owners really knew — those on 
the Finance Committee who 
arranged the contract — until 
Rosenbloom flew to New York and 
threatened suit. 
Why were the Rams shafted on 
the 1976 playing schedule? Of the 
four nondivision home games, three 
are with such clunkers as the 
Chicago Bears, New York Giants 
and Seattle Seahawks. 
Why has the league sought to get a 
refund on rent charged by the Rams 
for the 1975 playoff games against 
the St. Louis Cardinals and Dallas 
Cowboys in the Los Angeles 
Coliseum? The Rams actually had 
the stadium rent free at the time 
because of a complex rental agree­ 
ment, and the NFL therefore claims 
it was euchered. “Why,” rebuts 
Rosenbloom, “Didn’t they object 
when we charged them for a playoff 
game in ’74?” 
The inference by the Rams’ owner 
is that the commissioner’s actions 
are reprisals for Carroll’s prying 
into the operation of league 
headquarters — and because of the 
Cullen Bryant case. Bryant, running 
back, was awarded by Rozelle to the 
Detroit Lions after the Rams had 
signed wide receiver Ron Jessie, a 
former Lion who had played out his 
contract. The Rams howled, and so 
did Bryant — who got a court injunc­ 
tion and remained with Los Angeles. 
That led to the break between 
Rosenbloom and Rozelle, though 
they’ve feuded off and on since 1963, 
when the NFL investigated 
Rosenbloom for allged gambling ac­ 
tivities. 
“ I c a n ’t b e l i e v e , ” says 
Rosenbloom, “how vindictive ne 
is.” At a league general session in 
San Diego this spring, he called the 
commissioner “a liar.” 
Of much greater consequence, 
however, than a purported feud 
between the two men is the 
spreading unrest in the league over 
recent setbacks in pro football. 
“We’ve failed in Congress,” says 
one prominent owner. 
“We’ve failed with the players. He 
(Rozelle) is a failure, and some of 
the otter owners are beginning to 
realize it.” 
Such direct criticism of Rozelle in 
the NFL is almost apocalyptic. For 
16 years, since Rosenbloom himself 
spurred Rozelle into the commis­ 


sioner’s office as a compromise can­ 
didate, Pete has been unassailable 
as the strong man of American 
sports. During his tenure, pro foot­ 
ball became the pervasive national 
sport, with millions accruing from 
lush television contracts and the 
NFL growing from 12 to 28 teams 
worth an average of $18 million 
each. 


“What got the guys in the NFL up­ 
set,” asserts Rosenbloom, “was 
that I started asking questions and 
couldn’t get answers.” 


The questions were prompted by 
serious problems now facing the 
NFL as a result of: 
A law passed by Congress, forcing 
teams to lift tv blackous of games 
sold out 72 hours in advance. Owners 
claim it has affected their season 
ticket sales. 
The loss of the John Mackey law­ 
suit in Minnesota, which outlawed 
the Rozelle Rule (compensation for 
a player who has played out his op­ 
tion) and in effect makes it possible 
for all players to become free 
agents. 
The failure of the owner's 
Management Council in its negotia­ 
tions with the NFL Players Associa­ 
tion. There was a costly strike in 
1974. and there has been no collec­ 
tive bargaining agreement since 
then. Rosenbloom blames the 
failure on Rozelle’s appointment of 
the New York Giants’ Wellington 
Mara to head that committee — 
“it’s cost us $5 million.” 
Rozelle, disclaiming any vindic­ 
tiveness on his part, says, “You 
don’t like people to feel as Carroll 
has about me. It’s unpleasant. 
Carroll wants things done his way 
and he’s one of 28.” 
Rozelle’s tenure as commissioner 
isn't threatened because it would 
take 21 votes to unseat him, and 
there is no specific inclination to 
dump him. He has more than seven 
years remaining on a contract which 
now pays him about $300,000 a year. 
Even the Rams’ owner admits, 
“I’m not interested in getting rid of 
Pete Rozelle. I just want our league 
run the way it ought to be run. I 
don’t blame all our failures on him. 
It's the owners who let him get away 
with it.” 
At an emergency meeting this 
past January, a planning committee 
was selected (by Rozelle) to “assist 
and advise the commissioner.” It is 
composed of owners who are both 
critics and advocates of Rozelle — 
Al Davis of Oakland, Tex Schramm 
of Dallas, Art Modell of Cleveland, 
Lamar Hunt of Kansas City and 
Paul Brown of Cleveland. They 
meet with Pete in special sessions 
and communicate regularly via con­ 
ference calls. 
It is an indication that although 
Pete Rozelle as a pro football czar 
still reigns, he is not supreme — at 
least among some of the owners who 
pay his salary.

Huge oil reserves 


WASHINGTON - A top-secret CIA 
report claims that impoverished Mexico 
is sitting on an astounding 75-billion- 
barrel oil reserve. This would boost Mex­ 
ico to second place among the world oil 
powers. 
Numerous government and industry 
sources have told us the huge figure is 
p o ssib le but im ­ 
probable. The highest 
estimate we could get 
general agreement on 
is 60 billion barrels. 
But one ca b in et 
member told us that 
he believes the CIA’s 
startling, confidential 
discovery is true. 
This would give 
M exico a reserve 
seven times larger 
than what lies under 
Alaska’s north slope. 
In terms of sheer world power, it would 
offer Mexico the opportunity to hit the 
big-time. Saudi Arabia has the world’s 
largest oil reserve, which is close to 170 
billion barrels. Kuwait ranks second 
with 71 billion. Iran is third with 64 
billion, the United States and Russia 
fourth with 40 billion. 
The incredible CIA report cites the 
rich oil reservoir Mexico struck in 1974. 
The preliminary drillings uncovered 
three vast oil fields in the Mexican states 
of Tabasco and Chiapas. Industry 
sources say this has now been expanded 
to an area SOO miles long and five miles 
wide. 
The Mexicans, however, are playing it 
cagey. The country already produces all 
the oil it needs, and Mexican officials 
claim this is their only concern. One em­ 
bassy official told us the CIA estimate is 
“totally out of proportion." Mexico’s 
national oil company, PEMEX, es­ 
timates the reserves at a cuatious 12 to 
14 billion barrels. 
If the CIA figure turns to be true, 
however, it means the Mexicans will be 
playing a high-stakes international 
game. There would be powerful U.S. 
pressure on Mexico to break the Middle 
East oil cartel. But the Mexicans have 
announced they would join the cartel if 
offered the chance. 


FATAL MISSION: The day before 
American Ambassador Francis Meloy 
was murdered in Lebanon, Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger ordered him to 
become more ‘‘directly involved” in the 
peace efforts and to increase his con­ 
tacts with the warring factions. 
Specifically, Meloy was directed to 
call upon President-elect Elias Sarkis. 
The secret instructions were flashed to 
Beirut on June 17. The following morn­ 
ing, in obedience to Kissinger’s orders, 
Meloy set out to visit Sarkis. The ambas­ 
sador passed through no-man’s-land in a 
bulletproof Chevrolet sedan. But he 
never reached his destination. He was 
kidnaped and killed. 
Kissinger took pains to stress in his in­ 
structions that Meloy should "take due 
regard for personal safety." It was also 
the ambassador’s own original sugges­ 
tion that he should play a more active 
role in pursuing peace in Lebanon. 
Agreeing, Kissinger instructed him to 
proceed as promptly as possible to con­ 
tact the rival leaders and to encourage 
them to contact one another. 
LOVE PLOT: A Senate aide has 
reported to the FBI that he was lured by 
a Russian beauty to her apartment in 
Moscow. After his return home from 
Russia, he began reading a book about 
the KGB secret police and became 
suspicious that she might have been a 
KGB agent. 
The aide, 29-year-old Jeff Bingham, is 
on the staff of Sen. Jake Gam, R-Utah. 
He spent a week in the Soviet Union last 
March. As he recounted the incident to 
the FBI, an attractive woman was 
seated at his table in the hotel dining 
room. 
She spoke excellent English and was 
dressed fashionably. She introduced 
herself as Natasha Sokoloff, called 
"Flora" by her friends. She was a tour 
guide, she said, from Kiev They went 
dancing after dinner, and then she in­ 
vited him to her Moscow apartment for 
tea. 
Bingham dated her twice. She made 
some disparaging remarks about her 
own country but showed no interest in his 
Senate work, he later reported to the 
FBI. 
Not until he got home and began 


reading about the Soviet secret police 
were his suspicions aroused. He first 
called the CIA which turned him over to 
the FBI. 
The FBI agreed that his encounter 
with an attractive, English-speaking 
woman who happened to have a private 
Moscow apartment was probably no 
coincidence. "It appears to be a classic 
case of attempted subversion,” an FBI 
source told us. 
She either changed her mind about try­ 
ing to blackmail him or was setting him 
up for future contact, the source 
suggested. Sen. Gam said his aide, in 
reporting the incident, did the right 
thing. Gam is a member of the perma­ 
nent Senate Intelligence Committee. But 
in March when the Moscow incident oc­ 
curred, the sensitive committee hadn’t 
been formed. 
SENATE PAWN SHOP: Two years 
ago, we reported that Renaldo “Muzzie” 
Spitelie, who worked in the Senate Post 
Office, was inspecting the mail of Sen. 
Joe Biden, D-Del. Spitelie got his job 
through ex-Sen. Caleb Boggs, R-Del., 
idiom Biden defeated. 
After our story appeared, Spitelie was 
quietly transferred to the Senate 
warehouse. Now we have caught him 
operating his own private pawn shop in 
th* warehouse. He offered to sell jewelry 
tc our reporter Barbara Vass, who posed 
as a Senate secretary on a shopping 
spree. 
Later, our associate Gary Cohn, posing 
as a city street punk, brought a 
wristwatch to Spitelle’s private 
pawnshop. "Hey, Muzzie, I hear you buy 
watches and other stuff," said Cohn. "I 
got a watch to sell." 
Spitelie said he was in the market, 
asked to see the watch and whipped out a 
jeweler’s instrument to inspect it.

WASHINGTON — The prospect of 
Ronald Reagan’s emergence from the 
Republican donnybrook at Kansas City 
as the nominee of his party is being taken 
with the utmost seriousness by those at 
the highest level in the administration. 
Among those who have managed — or 
mismanaged — President Ford’s cam­ 
paign, there is ap­ 
propriate handwring- 
ing 
along 
w ith 
recriminations. 
Ford’s campaign 
has been inept and 
blundering from start 
to finish. In theory, as 
the incumbent Presi­ 
dent with the economy 
recovering from the 
recession, Ford should 
have had virtually all 
the cards in his hand. 
The blame, if it finally 
comes down to a Reagan nomination, 
can be parceled out with plenty left over 
for anyone who may have been 
overlooked. 
Realistic as he is about the prospects 
just ahead, Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller can take a detached view of 
his own role in the events that have 
brought his party to the present pass. 
Last November in a letter to President 
Ford, he took himself out of considera­ 
tion for the No. 2 place on the ticket to be 
chosen at Kansas City. 
At a press conference a few days later 
he underscored his decision in an impres­ 
sive fashion. As the howl of the conser­ 
vatives grew louder and as then-Ford 
campaign director Howard (Bo) 
Calloway continued to harass him, there 
was the principal moderate of the party 
determined to make sure he was no em­ 
barrassment to his chief. 
Since then Rockefeller has worked 
consistently and hard for the President’s 
re-election. He has been one of the 
leading money raisers, speaking at fund­ 
raising dinners across the country. At a 
strategic moment, just before the Ohio 
primary, he steered New York’s hitherto 
uncommitted delegates to Ford with the 
likelihood that all but a scattering of 
perhaps 15 or 19 of the 154 delegates will 
vote for the President. 
Next month Rockefeller will be 68. 
Fond of saying that he has served six 
Presidents, Republicans and Democrats 
alike, he has probably had more varied 
experience in government than anyone in 
Washington. For this experience to go 
unused — no matter what the outcome of 
the November election — would be a 
great loss. 
Although they are so completely dif­ 


ferent in background and political out­ 
look, Rockefeller and Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey have much in common at this 
moment as the old order changes. Each 
pursued the presidency across the years 
and the supreme irony is that each would 
have made a better President than the 
opponent who defeated them. 
Rockefeller’s nemesis was Richard 
Nixon, Humphrey’s, the left of center of 
his party bent on the course that resulted 
in the disaster of 1972. 
Unlike Rockefeller, Humphrey will 
continue to have a political base, even as 
the old order changes. He will be 
re-elected to the Senate and, as majority 
leader working with a Democratic Presi­ 
dent, he could perform invaluable ser­ 
vice. This is a post, as Lyndon Johnson 
proved during his years in the Senate, 
almost as important as the presidency. 
No antibiotic has ever been discovered 
to cure the presidential virus. Humphrey 
waited until the last minute for his 
renunciation scene. Not until the day 
after the three big primaries did he face 
the inevitable. That was not surprising, 
since he had come so close — those few 
thousand votes — to the prize in 1968. 
The voters were seeking a new face in 
Jimmy Carter and a non-Washington 


face. If he had entered the race in time 
they might have switched to the new new 
face of Gov. Edmund G. (Jerry) Brown. 
Brown, the late starter, is proving his 
political inepitude by pushing for 
delegates after the nomination has been 
confirmed beyond a doubt. One can only 
assume that he, at 38, is looking to 1980. 
In almost every primary Carter’s wins 
were by a small percentage of the elec­ 
torate. The novelty — and as people we 
take to novelties — of the Plains, Ga., 
peanut farmer is wearing thin. Carter’s 
task in the fall will be to turn out a big 
vote on issues and not merely on the 
miracle of the unknown, the outsider, 
triumphing over the old pros. 
Along with novelty, we tend to worship 
youth. Carter is 52. Adlai Stevenson HI, 
believed most likely to be Carter’s 
choice for Vice President, is 46. That 
would be a young ticket and an appealing 
ticket, especially if the opposition is 
Ronald Reagan, who is 65 years old. 
We are launched on a journey into the 
unknown. The old hands around this town 
are scratching their heads and asking 
what Carter really stands for. They don’t 
know and they are unlikely to find out un­ 
til he settles into 1600 Pennsylvania 
Avenue, if he does.

Just about every columnist takes a 
crack at the hurricane season at least 
once a year, and with the storm season 
approaching in the Atlantic, it seems ap­ 
propriate that I take my turn today. 
The question frequently arises as to 
why hurricanes are na meld for women. 
This is one area where the women’s 
liberation 
movement hasn’t had 
any effect so far. The 
National Weather Ser­ 
vice has a 10-year list 
of storm names runn­ 
ing through 1980 and 
they’re all feminine. 
According to one 
weather official (who 
is married and who 
m ust 
rem ain 
anonymous for ob­ 
vious 
r e a s o n s ) , 
hurricanes are so 
named because they, 
like women, are tempestuous, unpredic­ 
table and go around in circles. 
Another meteorologist has added, 
"And they also are costly." 
Furthermore, someone else has 
suggested, “They can’t be depended 
upon to be at a certain place at a certain 
time." 
Hurricanes usually strike from August 
to October in the Atlantic, but they have 
been known to arrive as early as March 6 
(1908) and as late as January 5 (1955). 
So far this year, our mainland — and 
the Atlantic coast and Gulf of Mexico 
are usually the only areas affected by 
tropical storms, though once in a great 
while a Pacific typhoon will stir up the 
weather as far north as San Diego — has 
escaped a hard blow. I can’t say for sure 
and the Santa Maria office of the 
National Oceanic and Atmospheric Ad­ 
ministration couldn’t either without 
further research, but I think that the 
first tropical storm for 1976 already has 
gone by the boards without reaching 
hurricane strength. 
This, according to the 1976 name list, 
would have been Anna. 
Nobody knows how many of the tur­ 
bulent ladies, if any, will drop in each 
year. There have been ll years this cen­ 
tury when none hit. The largest number 
recorded was in 1916 when six tropical 
storms developed into hurricanes in the 
Atlantic. 
Hurricanes have been recorded since 
1494. The use of girls’ names to keep 
track of them came about during World 
War II when the military services in­ 
itiated the practice in the Pacific. In 
1953, what is now the U.S. Weather Ser­ 
vice adopted the system. 
Three separate sets of names are 
chosen — one each for the eastern North 
Pacific, the western and central North 
Pacific and the Atlantic. There are 21 
names on each list, with the letters Q, U, 
X, Y and Z omitted since there aren’t 
that many girls’ names beginning with 
those letters. 
In the Atlantic, the Weather Service 
uses as many names as necessary in 
alphabetical order from one set and if all 
21 are not used up in one season, it starts 
over with a mw list the next year. It has 


never happened, but should more than 21 
names for storms be needed in the Atlan­ 
tic, they would move into the next 
season’s list and start over. 
The Pacific has so many typhoons that 
the Weather Service keeps right on going 
through the 10-year list as needed. 
When a big one hits the U.S. mainland, 
the name is retired for IO years and 
another designation replaces it on the 
list. 
Bill Kline of the Weather Service of­ 
fice in Santa Maria provided me with 
this year’s list, which includes, besides 
the aforementioned Anna, the following 
names: 
Belle, Candice, Dotty, Emmy, 
Frances, Gloria, Holly, Inga, Jill, Kay, 
Lilias, Maria, Nota, Orpha, Pamela, 
Ruth, Shirley, Trixie, Vilda and Wynne. 
In 1977, Kline adds, the list gets a little 
sexy with the addition of Raquel and 
Sophia. In case you want to plan ahead, 
the other names on the 1977 list are as 
follows: 
Anita, Babe, Clara, Dorothy, Evelyn, 
Freda, Grace, Hanna, Ida, Jodie, 
Khristina, Lois, Mary, Nora, Odel, Pen­ 
ny, Trudy, Virginia and Wilkne. 
I think the best explanation for why 
such storms bear feminine appellations 
was advanced by a youngster a few years 
ago. 
"They’re called HURricanes, aren’t 
they?" he reasoned. "If they gave them 
boys’ names, they’d have to call them 
HIMacanes!"
